NO CAUSE FOR ALARM. 


A THICK FOG outside the Harbour caused two 
steamer mishaps within.a period of an hour shortly! 
before dawn to-day. The 14,000-ton Dollar liner: 
President Cleveland, from Manila, went aground just’ 
off .Waglan at about five o'clock in the morning, and’ 
was held fast for about hours. : 


A little more than an hour earlier, the Australian)

of 4,300 tons, struck a submerged obstruction near) 
Lema Island, but got off immediately, and as.far as is 
known suffered no damage. i 


The President Cleveland’s mishap breaks a long spell of} 
immunity of Dollar Line vessels from accident. At one time it 
was feared that the mishap might prove serious, and 0 naval tug 
was sent out to Waglan to her assistance shortly before seven 
o'clock. The President'Cleveland did not, however, ‘require as- 
sistance, and round about seven o'clock, she began to move with 
the rising tide and within a few minutes was all clear of the shoal.

CONFIRM U.S. NAVAL 
POLICY. 


‘Admiral William V. Pratt, Chief 
of U.S. Nayal Operation, whose 
support of the six-inch-gun crul- 
ser at the London Naval Confer- 
cence Was a vital factor in the 
success of the gathering returned 
from the -recent---claborate --fiect 
manocuvres more than ever con- 
vinced of the soundness of the 
Administration’s naval policy as 
contained in the three power 
treaty. 

The naval manoeuvres were the 
most extensive in the history of 
the country. They took in every 
phase of naval activity, Briedly 
summarised Admiral Pratt's con- 
clusions as n result of the numer- 
ous tests were as follows: .
